Pari*. June 10.—The German 
long-range bombardment of the 
Pari* region continued to-day. 


Significant Declaration Made by Allied Commander- 
in-Chief in Article in Weekly Paper; Reserve

1 London, June 10.—(By Reuter's)—That battle* can be won in 
the end only by the army which take* the offensive is the significant 
declaration made by General Foch, Commander-in-Chiet of the Allied 
force*, in an important article contributed by him to the weekly 
journal The Field, in which he discusses the problems of the soldier 
and the way to victory. 

“Modern warfare, to arrive at its end ani to impose its will on 
the enemy,” says General Foch, "recognises only one means—de¬ 
struction of the enemy's organised forces. 

“War undertakes and prepares this destruction by battle, which 
brings about the overthrow of the adversary, disorganises his com¬ 
mand, destroys his discipline and nullifies his units as far as their 
fighting power is concerned. 

“Our Rnt axiom must lx* that com¬ 
pletely to achieve Its object, a battle 
must not be purely defensive. A pure¬ 
ly defensive battle, even well-ccndtict-x 
ed, does not result in a victor and a 
vanquished. It Is simply one which 
must be begun over again. 

‘ From this It Is an obvious corollary 
that an offensive, whether itarUA-W 
the beginning of an action or whether 
It follows the defensive, can only give

Paris, June 10.—The line of the present great battle is vital and 
in defending it the Allies are defending the very heart of France. 
There is little space for retreat and the French and British armies 
have to hear the weight of battle, hut both are still unbroken and 
every confidence is felt that Foch’s counter-blow will, perhaps, as a 
French writer says, make Paris a gigantic Verdun and the tomb of 
the German army. In any case it is expected that the fighting will he 
prolonged, for the battle may be extended north or south by other 
desperate German attacks.

The German offensive between Montdidier and 
Noyon, which began yesterday, appears to have 
somewhat the 1 same relation to the recent develop¬ 
ments south of the Aisne as the attack in Flanders 
had to the situation which arose from the first drive 
towards Aniiens. The Flanders offensive, it will 
be remembered, was liegun«after the first operation 
I util come to a stop, and was designed to force back 
th* British line north and south of Arras which was 
preventing the enemy enlarging his wedge in 
Picardy and continuing his struggle to reach the 
sea on the fifty-mile frout on which he originally 
advanced. Ilis present effort apparently is intend¬ 
ed to force the retirement of the powerful Franco- 
Ameriean line which not only is holding him be¬ 
tween the Oise and the Marne but is making such 
gains in a series of local counter-attacks as to 
threaten the head of his wedge projected to Chateau 
Thierry and other points on the Marne. 

Any substantial gains recorded from the Mnnt- 
didier-Noyon line wculd create an awkward corner 
for the Allies between the Oise and the Aisne, 
Ijorthwest of.Soissons, and therefore dictate a recti¬ 
fication of the Freneh-Ameriean line running from 
Noyon southeastward to the Marne. Furthermore* 
t|ie enemy would have rounded off the front be¬ 
tween the Pirardy salient and the Aisne-Mame 
salient merging both in one sweeping semi-circle 
from Arras to Rlieims, and probably enclosing the 
commanding positions near Compirgne. The 
union of the two salients undoubtedly would 
be a gain of considerable value to the enemy 
for it would increase the length of front the Allies 
must protect, occasion a greater drain upon their 
reserves and give the Germans wider scope for 
another attempt to advance on a grand scale, pro-

A NEW STAR. 


A new star, of blue eolor but declared to be the 
brightest duteovered In several ernturies, ha* been 
detected by eminent star gazers in leindon, Ottawa 
and Washington. It is described by one authority 
a* the largest and brightest body in the sky during 
the present month. 

The location of the new star ia given as “right 
ascension 18 hour* and 44 minutes; deelinstion 
pins 0 degrees and 32 minutes north.”' This does 
not help the uninitiated except possibly through 
the last word. Fortunately onr adviees 
contain other particulars lesa definite and 
technical. The new star ia said to 
be in the eonstellation of Aquila. As Aquila is one 
of the northern constellations wc suggest that our 
read,rs look for a large, bright star with a blue 
complexion in that direction. Further information 
may enable us landsmen to locate the new arrival 
hv. such faniil iar sky-marks os the Dipper, the. 
Milky Way, etc., etc. In auy case, after the con¬ 
stellation of Aquila lias been located it ought not to 
be bard to find the blue-eyed stranger. 

The discovery of another member of Aquila’s 
family does not mean that it has just come into ex¬ 
istence. It means only that a dark body has be¬ 
come luminous probably in reflecting the light of 
some sun in its relative proximity.VAnd tjie star 
might not wear its bright raiment permanently. It 
might mark only some fleeting astral phenomenon, 
retiring int» oblivion when the glowing orb which 
illumined it turned its face away in lofty disdain. 
Time will tell.

The element of surprise was lacking in this offen¬ 
sive, for the French expected it; indeed, it would 
appear to have been inevitable, for an ad¬ 
vance there is the only means of forcing hack the 
Franco-Amerieans northwest of Chateau Thierry, 
just as an offensive in Flanders was considered the 
only means of expelling the Canadians from Vimy 
Ridge and Hill 70. In their operation in Fland- 
-ers-the Germans, favored by surprise, broke 
through the Allies' centre, virtually destroying tho 
Portnguest units, and it was this initial advantage 
which enabled them to penetrate so far hsfore they 
were stopped. Ttiis time they appear to have en¬ 
countered formidable resistance from the start, ynd 
unless they can make important headway within 
a day or so this stage may be brief as their casual¬ 
ties 'will be extraordinarily large. A very short 
period of this kind of fighting probably will infliet 
more losses upon them than they suffered in the 
,«hole drive from the Aisne to the Marne.

a city reclaimed from the marshes. b«-

The Report. 

"On July 28. 1814. six days before the 
declaration of war Count Itodo von 
Alvcnalebcn made power of attorney to 
Mr. James II. Hawthornthwaite. of 
Victoria. Tills power of attorney was 
not register'd until February 2, 181$. 
It Is general and Is revocable. 

"On October 15. 1815. a bill of sal/ 
was regi s tered in the Supreme Court 
Registry heye, signed Hans IVxlo von 
Alvenslebefi by James H. Hawthorath - 
walte, his attorney-ln-fact. This bill 
of sole conveyed all Alvenslehen’s fur¬ 
niture. about 500 Items, to 'Estelle 
Anita Ford for a consideration of $1,- 
050.' 

Informed Newcombs. 

*'On learning these facts <»n Febru¬ 
ary 14, 1817 Mr. James Gadsden, of 
this city, wired the Minister of Justice 
at Ottawa. On February 15 he saw 
CoL Kidgway-Wilson st W »rk l*>»int. 
and later made an- official statement to 
two officers who were sent to his house 
by Col. Itldgeway-Wilson. He later 
showed a representative of Col. Kldg-

“Mr. Gadsden's telegram to Ottawa 
resulted In a Mr. Reid, of Vancouver, 
being sent to this city to take an offi¬ 
cial statement, and as a result of that 
statement Mr. EL C. Newcombe. Deputy 
Minister of Justice at Ottawa, wroje 
him two Iptters which said In part as 
follows:, 

Tha First Latter. 

•‘The firgt letter date April 16, 181T, 
said: 

** T have concluded that If It can be 
established that Uodo von Alvcnsleben 
was resident or carrying on business 
In the enemy country at the time when 
the bill of sale In question was given 
an offence was probably thereby com¬ 
mitted. ... I think you should 
therefore submit the facts for consid¬ 
eration by the Attorney-General of 
your province. 1 

“In the eecnnd letter, dated June 30. 
1817, he wrote: 

“‘As the administration of Justice Is 
assigned exclusively to the provinces, 
you must therefore look to ths Attor¬ 
ney-General of your province to as¬ 
sume responsibility as to whether the 
facts In his opinion warrant ths Insti¬ 
tution of proceedings.* 

Doubt Arises. 

** *! may say thst It has been decided 
by the Court of Appeal In England. 
ii poo facts which seem quite similar, 
that It wus not trading with the enciny 
to sell a house of an alien enemy under 
an ‘Irrevocable* power of attorney 
given at a dale when the alien was not 
nn enemy. If the power of attorney to 
Hawthornthwaite be Irrevocable. 1 am 
disposed to think that It may be a 
quest Ion of considerable doubt as to 
whether sny sales effected by the at¬ 
torney which yoq have described con¬ 
stitute trading with the enemy, but 
this Is also a matter of determination 
by your Attorney-aeneral In connec¬ 
tion with his consideration of tho 
facta** 

Provincial Officiala 

•'Deputy Attorney-General Johnson, j 
being seen on the matter, said that he, 
did not give a damn for Instruments tar 
writing, and thst he would not proee- 
cate, he knowing full well thst the Fed- I 
eral authorities could do nothing until 
the Attorney-General here made the 
first move. 

"This matter was laid before the 
member for Golden. B. C, and Mrs. 
Hrqlth. hut nothing come of It. 

"Tt does seem to be a stariling 
thing that a British subject should 
be allowed to hold a power of attorney 
-for an alien enemy such as Alven- 
sleben Is believed to be. and that such 
an attorney should be allowed to act 
under such power during the war. as 
has been done in this case ** 

Will Support Committee. 

Although the meeting was not In a 
position to make up Its mind Immedi¬ 
ately as to what course should be fol¬ 
lowed. Comrade Bevan moved that the 
report he accepted and the committee 
responsible for It supported to the 
fullest possible extent. Gerald Cross 
was amaxed that the member for New¬ 
castle had been able to retain hla seat 
in the House when It was known by 
his fellow-members that Mr. Haw¬ 
thornthwaite had “been' doing tho 
pleasure of alien enemies." Comrade 
Bevan's motion was tarried unant-* 
mously. Comrade Frank Hlavin ft 
vored appealing to the general public 
for aid In pressing the matter. A first 
class lawyer was a necessity, he said, 
and court fees would Involve the ex¬ 
penditure of a goodly sum. 

Question of Fund*. 

Comrade J. J. Taylor agreed that It 
was hard to expect soldier* to do their 
bit fighting in France a^id still find it 
necessary to return home only to fight 
such cases In the courts. However, he 
was of the opinion that paMk>Uy of the 
facts as given to the meeting would be 
followed by financial support from 
every section of the city. It was there- 
fo.*e dirclded to give the general public 
an opportunity to contribute towards 
the exf>enaes referred to. and It Is prob-4 
able that the City Council will be asked 
to grant permission for the holding of I 
a tag day in the event of insufficient 
funds coming from other sources.. 

Othsr Cases. 

Comrades Gadsden, Bevsn and Hag¬ 
gerty were appointed a committee to 
deal with tho question of timber li¬ 
censes and coal lands held by aliens 
and to investigate any such cases 
where the enemy alien was making 
himself ohjec^tnable or possessing 
privileges to which he was not entitled.
